Ur U. .M. Doolittle givoa the following 
ailvlre and is>rsoimI ox|sirii’nce In 
Uleanings in IV'e Culture: 

Com li honey should always bo ston'd 
In a warm, dry jdiu-e during the fall 
and spring months nt least, wliou a 
ijreal change of temperatnro is likely to 
take place, hnt during the winter it tn«y 
be kept In ■ dry basement ns'ui or cellar 
whore no friMit ever renclu'S, pmi iilnl 
you are uii the lookout to take It out 
when the torajx'r.atnre on the ontsido 
risoa much above that lii the h.taement. 
Otherwise the wann, moist outside air, 
coming in ctmtact with the anrlai-e of 
the cold or civder honey, will CAiiie 
motstnre to stand In droja on theconilm, 
when the honey will rapiilly di terlorale. 
If 1 wore trying to keep bouoy of any 
amonnt which I wlshrnl to preserve In 
salable form, I wonld not let the toiii- 
peratiire of the room ever go Ih'Iow 80 
degs., while from 70 to 90 drga would 
be bettor. 

I once kept some section honey foi 
three years, and found it liettor at the 
end of the three years than It was when 
t,aken from the hive. This honey was 
placed on a shelf about four fwt fnim 
the floor of the sitting room, right Isu k 
of a l>ase bnmer coal stove, during the 
time the stove ha.1 a Are In it, while dur- 
ing the sninroer nioutha, when no fire 
was kept in tbo stove, the honey was 
cnrrii'd to ,iu npper chanilier facing the 
south, where the sun made the room 
very warm. In addition to tbo warmth 
coming from the kitchen stovepi;ie, 
which ran through this chamber. In 
this way the honey never “saw" a tem- 
[leratnre of I(«s than 80 degs., while 
from 80 to 100 degs. was the rule mnch 
of the time. When I ent this honey it 
was nearly "jack wax,” and for quality 
it was not surjiaased by any I ever tast.'d. 

1 have often thought that It might {ny 
to use this plan on a whole crop of hooey 
during years when the pnsi action ex- 
ceeded the demand, tbns causing low 
prices to prt'vail, while the very next 
rear might l« a poor one, so that thus 
keeping it might double in prk«. When 
combs of honey are to be given to the 
bees the cracking of the comb dues no 
barm, for the iH'es will tlx it np during 
the next season so it cannut be told 
where the cracks were.

A farmer who lives so far from any 
large market that he finds it unprofit- 
able to keep fowls for any pnrpuse ex- 
cept eggs, and therefore takes great care 
In selacting tbe best breeds for eggs and 
feeding them properly, says: “1 have 
tried various kinds, but find that tha 
Black Spanish or White Leghorn ia tbe 
beet fowl for laving of any I have ever 
tried. My preference la tha White Leg- 
horn, as (heir flesh is snperior to the 
Spanish for thbla oae. I see that aome 
are opposed to feeding warm food to 
poallry, claiming that It Is nnhealtby 
and creates disaase. I think It is indis- 
penssble to fowls in tha winter time 
where egga U tbe qneatiun to be coiadd- 
erad. 

*‘I feed my bens in ths morning on 
commeal, wet with boiling hot water, 
and In the afternoon a mesa of buck- 
wheat or wheat, occasionally giving a 
mess of meat, cabbage and other vege- 
tables cbopiied fine. I allow my hens to 
have plenty of exercise in the open air 
a[ben the weather is fine, always keep- 
ing keaplng fresh water where they can 
have aecaas to it. Hens should be pro- 
vided with a comfortable place to roost 
and aheltar to protect them from tha 
•torma and blaxta, and, with suitable 
(ood and piaaty of it, hens pay as well 
■a anything one ean keep npoa the 
(aim.*
